How- 
ever, St. Mark's of Lincoln has ed their $3.00 for convention expenses. As 
to the prospects and expectation of the former three of these Societies, I am not 

ised; but as to St. Mark's of Lincoln, I have to say that the obstacles which 
have caused the temporary suspension of her Society work have been removed, and 

reports may be expected from that Society hereafter. 

Quarterly reports received indicate the following special items Of the 831 
reported by St. Mark s of Omaha, $30 were for Girls Dormitory, India; of the 
$33.45 reported by Ponca, $20 were for the Sacramento Church, and $4 for the 
Girl's Dormitory; of the $16.95 by St. Matthews, Omaha, $3.50 were for 
India Hospital, $2 for African sufferers and $2 for Sacramento Church; of the $42- 
$5 sent by Yutan. $2 55 were for Girl's Dormitory. Other Societies have evidently 

similiar work, but have failed to make mention of it in their quarterly reports 
tome. In general the reports received have been gratifying. and the prospects for 
the future of our Synodical Society are encouraging.

The following has been gathered from the minutes of Synod since 1878, and 
also from personal knowledge as to the origin of Auxiliary Societies in the Synod of 
Nebraska, is Synodical Society At the meetings of the Synod in Nebraska 
City in 1878, W. A. Lipe offered the following which was adopted: Whereas, 

is an awakened interest in the Missionary work of our Synod, and as the suc- 


ces and progress of this work depends on the interest, the members of the Church 


take in it; and as the organization of Women's Missionary Societies has proven itself 
effectual in fostering such interests in the Churches, therefore.

In 1880 the Synod met in Ponca, where the President, Rev. J. C. Brodfiihrer 
reported the. following:

31st, 1880. This was received 4 Omaha, Ponca and Tekamab, pas 
$21.65, $13 05 and $32.40. 

Aug. 31st, 1881, Mrs. Schnur reported amount in the Treasury during the 
year $197.75, as contributed by six Auxiliaries: Barada, Dakota City, Oakland, 
“Omaha, Ponca and Tekamah. All honor to this noble beginning. 

During the first five years from Aug. 31st, 1879 to Aug. 31st, 1881, the 
Treasurer reported $1,260.07 and the ensuing five years, from Aug. 31st, 1884 to 
Aug. 31st, 1889 we find $919.10, an increase of $659.03. These $3.179.17 have 
much to our benevolence in Nebraska during these ten rs. We are just 
now becoming really conscious that we can do something. If we shall makeas 
much progress the coming ten years as we did in the past, a grand work will be 

done by the Lutheran women of Nebraska, who used to think they could do very 
little public Church work: We have reason to be thankful and encouraged by the 


. — advances we have made, knowing that our labors are yielding abundant 
its.

These little 
boxes are silent witnesses of our growth in grace. 

Your Committee has not been indifferent to the German work We wrote a 
letter to the German Brethren, who met in conference at Hastings, Nebraska, last 
June; a letter of christian greeting, inviting their co operation, and asking that they 
present our work to our German Sisters, in their various congregations at some 
convenient season. Rev. Mr. Huber kindly translated this letter into German, and 
im person presented it to the Conference. It was kindly received, and resolutions 
in iation of same were adopted. 

e had the General Literature Committee send ten or twelve copies of our 
last Biennial Minutes to this Conference, to be given to those interested pastors 
who could read in English of the work done by the women of our beloved Lutheran 
Church. Learning that there is a very general desire in Nebraska for the 
publication of the ‘Missionary Journal” in the German language, we suggest 
that our delegate to the next Biennial Convention, be instructed to bring this mat- 
ter before said Convention, provided we can obtain by that time a guarantee of a 
sefiicient number of subscribers to justify the managers of the journal in doing 
80 

We urge the appointment of Auxiliary Literature Committees, consisting of 
from one to three persons whose duty it shall be to collect original essays, poems, 
clippings, etc., and after using at home send them to the Synodical Literature 
Committee, for use in other Societies. On each article sent, place name and 
address of your Society. also send quarterly report to Synodical Literature Com- 
mittee. In this way we become helpful to one another. 

We feel certain that if the Societies would use these sources of information 
aa they ought, and they resolved to do in Convention a year ago, such pitiful cries as 
“Our greatest trouble is lack of interest,” ‘‘How shall we get members to attend?” 
We are so few in numbers, would cease. 

If we use the opportunities afforded us, we will not only increase in members 
and in offerings, but as individyals will grow in grace and in knowledge of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. * HARRIET B. SWOBE.

1. March 25, 1890, the Executive Council met in Lincoln and drew up 
Articles of Incorporation of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, of 
the General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States 
of America, in accordance with a resolution passed at Auburn in 1886, which 
were filed with the Secretary of State, April 21, 1890. 

2. Discovering that through oversight Committee No. 24, on Redistricting 


_ Conferences, had either not been appointed or not recorded, I appointed 


such a committee December 2, 1885. It consists of Revs. Melick, Griffith, 
White, Neumärker. Dirks, Fleck and Gearhart. See Minutes of 1889, p. 42, 
Report of Committee No. 23. 

3. October 3, 1889, Rev. Geo. H. Schnur resigned the office of Statistical 
Secretary. I immediately appointed Rev. I. M. Kuhns in his place. 

4. June 2, 1890, I appointed Rev. J. Zimmerman to instal! the officers of 
St. Mark’s, Lincoln, under certain conditions. This was done in accordance 
with a request from the congregation. 

5. February 8, I received a communication from parties professing to be the 
Council of our Church at Rapid City, South Dakota, declaring that said con- 
gregation had dissolved its connection with our Synod. 

6. During the year I refused letters of dismissal to three pastors because 
they failed to name any body to which they wished to go. Rev. Dirks also 
sent me the names of fifteen German pastors, who, he said, wished to be dis 
missed to the “German Lutheran Synod of Nebraska. This request | re 
fused on the ground, (1) that I could not recognize such a Synod in the Gem 
eral Synod before it had been regularly organized and that body had received 
it; (2) that Rev. Dirks did not by seal or official signature show his authority 
to make the request; (3) that our Constitution does not give the President 
power to dismiss pastors in bulk. 

8. During the year I wrote 280 official letters and postals, at a cost of $4.75. 

XII. RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That we instruct our delegation to the next Convention of the General 
Synod to oppose any effort to re-open the liturgical question, which was 
settled at Allegheny. 

2. That Sec. 3 of Art. III. of our Constitution be always so interpreted that 
the simple fact of vacancy may not debar its Delegate from a vote in our 
Conventions. 

3. That it be made a By-law of this Synod that the President have power to 
declare all applicants regularly dismissed from a Synod in the General Synod, 
as members of this Synod from the date of their application, though the L res 
dent's acceptance be still dependent upon the ratification or annulment of 


4. That all the German pastors who make individual application, be 
granted letters of dismissal to form the German Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Nebraska.

(Third Member of Committee absent.) 


Report of Home Mission Advisory Committee. 

Auburn.—Rev. C. W. Baker, pastor. This mission underwent a change 
of missionaries during the year. It passed with credit through a short vacancy, 
and under the vigorous ministry of the new pastor is doing remarkably well. 
A parsonage has just been finished. 

Beatrice.—Rev. W. L. Remsberg, pastor. This mission shows marks of 
substantial progress. Though the debt still remains about $5,000, with the 
present missionary it has been reduced about $2,400. The front and back 
rooms have-just been papered. All these expenses have been met. 

David City.—Rev. B. F. Crouse, pastor. This mission has scored great 
things during the year. A new church free of debt has been dedicated. Ser- 
vices in church and school are well attended. Everything seems encouraging. 

Denver —Rev. H. P. Hansen, pastor. The finances of this mission are in 
a fine condition. Good is being done among our Scandinavian people. But 

Lincoin.—Rev. L. P. Ludden, pastor. The Board has re. organized its work 
in this city. The present missionary took charge November 1, 1889. Since 
then, services have been held in a hall and a new congregation with thirty 
charter members formed. Signs of life and activity are visible. A good 
school has been gathered. The congregation meets in a hall. 

MeCook.—Rev. M. L. Kunkelman, pastor. This mission has had the en- 
tire service of a minister for a short time only. Many discouragements meet 
the missionary, But little progress has been made, but as the years flow on 
the sower shall reap if he faint not. There will be a harvest. God's Word 
shall not return void. But the season must be patiently waited for. 

North Platte-—Rev. Adam Stump, pastor. As a notable mark of progress 
in this field may be mentioned the fact that the debt on our church has been 
reduced from $1475 to - Otherwise the mission is on a firm basis, with 
good prospects for the future. 

Omaha.—St. Mark's, Rev. J. G. Griffith, pastor. Under its new missionary 
this mission has received fresh impetus since January 1. On the third anni- 
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versary of the dedication of the church the debt was reduced from $1450 to 
$1000. All at it, always at it, this congregation goes forward. 

Sante Fi, N. M.—Rev. William Rosenstengel, pastor. This brother con- 
tinues faithful at his post. The results are not of that kind which can easily 
be counted, but many seeds of good are scattered upon hearts that shall re- 


ward patient waiting with a harvest at last. No word for God returns void. 


Sidney.— Rev. E. L. Fleck, pastor. From the hour of its organization no 
backward steps have been taken by this mission. It is steadily reducing its 
debt, and made $150 worth of improvements on the parsonage. The people 
are united. Though suffering with the present times, the work is hopeful. 

Stamford.—Rev. Franz Scheibel, pastor. This congregation used to be 
served by Rev. Ewald in connection @ith Orleans. During the year the pres- 
ent pastor was called, a good church built, with which a few rooms are united 
as a residence for the minister. Good things are reported of this mission. 

Wayne.—Rev. M. I. Melick, pastor. Free of debt, good church property, 
seventeen new members, and 8125 increase in contributions. This is the 
news from Wayne. A growing attendance at the prayer-meeting is also a 
sign of spiritual growth. 

West Point.—Rev. L. L. Lipe, pastor. Such great renovating of the church 
took place that a reopening was held. The Sunday-school has had a marked 
growth. The mission seems to be a vigorous institution. 

York County,— Rev. R. A. White, pastor. Good audiences hear the Word 
there. One Woman's Society has been organized, and another has been res- 
urrected. The present pastor has been in the field only since last February. A 
good beginning has been mace. 

Bloomington.—Rev. A. C. Gearhart, pastor. This brother has undertaken 
the task of founding a western church paper. The dedication of the new 
church, and then its injury by storm, form a case of the lights and shades of 
mission work. In spite of drawbacks some good is being done. 

Appendix.—South Sioux City has become part of the Dakota charge. Bo- 
heet, Rev. H. Schumann, pastor, became self-sustaining December 15, 1589. 
The Shull Memorial, Omaha, Rev. I. M. Kuhns, pastor, after having been 
five months a mission, declared itself self-sustaining September 1, 1889. The 
Nebraska Synod thus has the Banner Mission. The Board recalled Brother 
Kimmel from the Republican Valley; he was just about undertaking to build 
churches at Holyoke, Holdredge and Oxford. During the year Kearney and 
Lexington came into the foreground as a hopeful field which should have a 
pastor. But the places worthy of mention as ripe for work are legion. Where 
is the railroad station or school district that does not contain Lutherans ? 

Financial tightness and partial failures in agriculture embarrass us some- 
what, but we must go forward. A brighter day will yet come.

After Synod at Grand Island, and in fulfilment of the promise made in “the 
call. the Committee granted Rev. Huber, our faithful Secretary, a well. de- 
served vacation. Having no vacation the previous year, two months’ leave of 
absence were accorded him. It was spent by the Secretary in visiting our 
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educational institutions and churches in the East,to awaken among the 
students and members of our congregations there a deeper interest in the 
great mission field of the West by informing them of our necessities and rare 
opportunities. 

During the year the Secretary has been earnest and devoted to his work in 
the Master’s vineyard. To mention all his labors would be impossible, nor is 
it advisable to consume your very valuable time by the recital of such detail.

Owing to the shrinkage 
and deficiency on past subscriptions, we need anincreased amount for this 
year to balance our accounts at the end of the year. , 


THE NEW WORK. 


_ Apart from assisting our pastors, attending to the wants of vacant congrega- 
tions, caring for new fields, and encouraging and promoting the spirit of gen- 
eral benevolence—the specific lines of work before this Committee—the year 
has given us some new features to report, in which we are confident the whole 
Synod will thankfully rejoice. 
1. Through the noble Christian generosity of Mr. Augustus Kountze, of 
New York, and the indefatigable energy and zeal of Mr. Robert Weidensall, 
of Chicago, a very valuable property has been secured for this work in 
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Omaha. Upon a lot in one of the most desirable parts of Omaha, a building 
has been erected which is both the headquarters of this committee and the 
residence of the Traveling Secretary. This has been done with but little cost 
to the Synod. 

2. Feeling the pressing needs of our German work and conscious of its im- 
portance, the Committee directed the Traveling Secretary to enter into such 
correspondence as would aid in obtaining pastors for our German work as, 
trom time to time, new fields developed. 

3. Our Finance Commtttee, for want of time, was unable to secure the ne- 
cessary means to carry on this work, and, at no expense whatever to this Com- 
mittee, they secured the service of Rev. J. C. Jacoby for this important work. 
Rev. Jacoby, with the endorsement of the Committee, spent one month in this 
work. The result has been most satisfactory. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We recommend the following for your adoption : 

1. Resolved, That we express our gratitude and thanks to God for the pros- 
perity attending this work in the year now passed, and for the rich develop- 
ments it has brought. 

2. Resolved, That we return thanks to Mr. Augustus Kountze and Mr. 
Robert Weidensall for their interest and efforts in securing a headquarters for 
this special work of the Nebraska Synod. 

3- Resolved, That the Committee be authorized to secure at least $1600 for 
the work of the next year, commencing January 1, 1891; and that all the ex- 
penses of the Committee on Traveling Secretary be paid out of the Treasury 
of that Committee. 

4- Resolved, That by and with the consent of the President of Synod and 
the Presidents of the Conferences, the committee, in its judgment, be author- 
ized to encourage students in our own theological institutions to engage, dur- 
ing their vacation, in work in fields within our synodical bounds, not under 
the control of the Board of Home Missions. . 

5. Resolved, That realizing the embarrassments that often beset the Church 
and her growing necessities, the Secretary alone being unable to meet the de- 
mands, after careful consideration the committee recommend that they be au- 
thorized to secure the services of a person, or persons, whose time and ser- 
vices shall be given to meeting the growing requirements of the Church, it 
being expressly provided that neither Synod nor this committee shall incur 
any additional expense therefor.

The matter pending at the adjournment this morning was re- 
sumed, and after: considerable discussion the last item was 
adopted. 

The report was adopted as a whole. 

Resolved, That in the further discussions, no member shall speak, except 
by general consent, more than twice, nor more than five minutes for the first 
and not more than three minutes for the second time. 


Report of Committee on Matter of South Platte Conference. 

The committee appointed at the last session of Synod to consider and report 
on a matter of novel and important character connected with the proceedings 
of South Platte Conference at its session at Benedict in 1889, respectfully re- 
ports : 
At the meeting referred to Conference decided by vote that a lady who 
was present as a Lay Delegate from the congregation at Rising was ineligible 
asa delegate. The committee appointed by Synod to examine the proceed- 
ings of this Conſerence reported this action to Synod, and propounded the 
question, Was this decision of Conference correct?” Synod, acting under 
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the desire to give the question careful consideration and a deliberate answer, 
referred it to the committee now reporting. 

In the judgment of your committee, the inquiry propounded does not de- 
mand of Synod an expression of opinion on the abstract question of woman's 
right to any particular sphere of public activity, but simply whether a woman 
is eligible to serve as a Lay Delegate according to our ecclesiastical law as de- 
termined and defined by uniform usage and general sentiment. This is evi- 
dent, since eligibility to office, either in state or Church, depends on the con- 
formity of the candidate to the letter and spirit of the laws relating to these 
offices. 

The Formula of Government and Discipline sanctioned and published by 
the General Synod of the Lutheran Church, and to which our synodical and 
congregational constitutions and by-laws, are conformed, in its references to the 
appointment and reception of Lay Delegates by Synods and by Conferences 
(see Chap. VIII., Secs. 2,3; Chap. XVI., Sec. 7) does not expressly prescribe 
that these delegates shall be men, nor expressly exclude women, yet their intent 
is well understood to imply all this. So the Constitution of the United States, 
in describing of whom the House of Representatives shall be composed, and 
what qualifications shall make persons eligible, uses general terms that might 
be applied to either sex, yet its intent that only men are eligible to the office 
is well and universally understood. 

The uniform usage of the Lutheran Church, acting under the Formula of 
Government prescribed by the General Synod, as well as of all other branches 
of the Lutheran Church in America, clearly shows the construction placed on 
the regulations relating to Lay Delegates ; that they were intended for the ad- 
mission of men only to the representative councils of the Church as Lay Dele. 
gates, just as the past usage of the Church shows that her laws for the admis- 
sion of candidates for the ministry was intended for men only, however 
general was their wording. 

Usage, long-continued, universal and uniform, not only often interprets 
civil and ecclesiastical law, but becomes itself prescriptive law and authorita- 
tive precedent, which may not be set aside on hasty impulses, nor changed 
except by competent authority acting with great caution and care. 

Synods and Conferences belonging to the General Synod, having adopted 
the Formula of Government recommended by her, are bound to adhere to its 
expressed or implied laws until these laws are altered or annulled by the gen- 
eral body of which these Synods and Conferences are constituent parts. Im- 
portant changes in Church Polity ought not to be made except by advice and 
sanction of the highest representative Church judicatory. While our Ameri- 
can Latheran system of Church government is largely advisory, it recognizes 
the principle of reverence and submission to just authority and representative 
to discuss questions relating to important changes in church customs, and to send 
up their views to General Synod on these questions by their representatives, it 
seems clearly the province of that body to determine any great change of law 
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and usage, especially so when such change involves the question of wise ex- 
pediency and scriptural propriety. 

In view, therefore, of these and other weighty considerations, your Com- 
mittee recommends the adoption by Synod of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That in the matter of a question propounded to Synod, whether 
the decision of the South Platte Conference, that a lady present as a delegate 
from one of its charges was ineligible to serve as a delegate was correct, Synod 
answers in the affirmative, for the following reasons: 

1. Because the implied intent of the Formula of Government * to Lay 
Delegates as generally understood, contemplates the admission to our Confer- 
ences and Synods of men only to serve as Lay Delegates. 

2. Because this intent of the law is clearly and fully established by the uni- 
form usage of the Church. 

3. Because the intent of the law being thus established, it is not proper for 
a Conference to set aside both law and usage in an important matter of Church 


polity.

Your Committee No. 5, on New Congregations, would respectfully offer the 
following report on the two items which were referred back to them at this 


morning’s session. 
litem 2.—Application from the First Scandinavian Ev. Luth. Church of Lead- 
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ville, Col., Rev. K. J. Starner, pastor. This congregation, we find, was or. 
ganized July 12, 1889, and applied to the Synod last year for admission, but 
without submitting a copy of their Constitution. Action was then taken (see 
Minutes, p. 27) receiving them as soon as they should present their Constitu. 
tion to the President, provided he should find it correct. As this was not done 
during the year, and no copy of the Constitution accompanies the present ap 
plication, your Committee recommend that they be required to present a cer- 
tified copy of their Constitution to the President of Synod, and that he be 
authorized to receive them into the Synod on such presentation, provided he 
shall find their Constitution in accord with the requirements of the Synod. 
Item 3.—A similar application from the Bethlehem Norwegian Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Leadville, Colo. This congregation was organized June 
30th, 1890, by Pastor J. C. Hougum, a student from the German Seminary at 
Chicago, acting under ad interim license from the President of the Wartburg 
Synod. The application is accompanied by a properly certified copy of their 
Constitution, which Constitution is defective in several important points. 
Your Committee would recommend that the Synod advise this congregation 
to adopt the Constitution prepared and recommended by the Board of Home 
Missions of the General Synod, and then present a certified copy of the same 
to the President of Synod, on the receipt of which the President shall be au-

Report of Committee on Midland College. 

Midland College, located at Atchison, Kansas, has become one of the In- 
stitutions of our Church, in which our Synod feels a deep interest, around 
which she should throw her fostering care, and to which she has and will ex- 
tend a helping hand. The President of the College, Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., 
in whose character and ability we have the utmost confidence, is a member of 
our Synod. 

Few Institutions have sprung into comparative maturity with as great rapid- 
ity. Only three years old, she possesses a spacious campus of twenty acres, 
with a large and beautiful building, furnished with modern conveniences, and 
well adapted to the purposes intended, with class-rooms well equipped, and 
all this free of debt. In addition to this she has a paid up endowment of the 
President’s chair of $24,000, the generous gift of our departed friend, Rev, 
George D. Gotwald. 

With a faculty of able professors and instructors, the students of both sexes 
can there obtain a classical, scientific or literary course of training, that will pre- 
pare them for usefulness in life at a moderate expense. During last year this 
Institution had in attendence eighty six students, and we are informed by its 
President that the term just commenced starts out with still more flattering pros- 
pects. May not our Church feel a noble pride in this school of education, and 
extend to her our moral and financial support, and safely recommend hers to the 
patronage of our people ? 

At the last meeting of our Synod a resolution was adopted that we raise, as 
soon as practicable, the sum of $20,000 to endow a professorship in Midland 
College, and that its President, or other authorized agent, be invited to visit 
our Congregations at such times as may be arranged between him and the 
several pastors, with a view of soliciting contributions to secure said endow- 
ment. We learn that only $300 of this amount has been secured to date. 
Whilst we are “ not to despise the day of small things, may we not hope that 
at our next Convention a much better financial report on this subject may 
grace the minutes of our Synod ? 

We heartily commend this Institution to the patronage of our people who 
have sons or daughters to educate.

Report of Committee No. 18—On German Synod. 

Your Committee, after most careful consideration of the matter referred to 
them, would respectfully submit the following paper and recommend its 
adoption by the Synod : 

Wuereas, This Synod is informed that several of its members, without 
being dismissed from this body, met at Sterling, Nebraska, August 24-27, 
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1890, and organized themselves into a so-called Synod, under the name of 
“The German Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska; and 

Whereas, The President of Synod has received a communication from the 
alleged Secretary of said organization, asking letters of dismission for these 
brethren from this Synod to the so-called German Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Nebraska; and 

Whereas, Certain other members of Synod have applied to the President 
for letters of dismission to the alleged German Synod; therefore, 

Resolved 1, That this Synod must regard the action of the brethren referred 
to in organizing a new Synod on the same territory with this Synod without 
its consent, and without being dismissed from this body, as disorderly and 
irregular. 

Resolved 2, That we, therefore, cannot recognize the new organization as a 
regularly constituted Synod, and must regard the brethren participating in said 
movement as still in full and regular connection with this body, and amenable 
to its rules and discipline. 

Resolved 3, That in view of these facts the Synod cannot grant letters of 
dismission to any of its members to the alleged German Synod. 

Resolved 4, That this Synod would deplore any division on the score of 
language, and that we, therefore, earnestly request the brethren referred to 
above to abandon their plan of organizing an exclusively German Synod. 

Resolved 5, That we most earnestly advise the German members of Synod 
to give this whole subject their most earnest and prayerful consideration dur- 
ing the coming synodical year, and be prepared to present their views at the 
next meeting of Synod. 

Resolved 6, That if at that time it shall be found that a majority of the Ger- 
man members of Synod shall deem it expedient to organize a German Synod, 
and will proceed regularly according to synodical law, this Synod will not 
then oppose such organization. 

Resolved 7, That the officers of Synod be directed to send a properly certi- 
fied copy of this action to each German member of Synod immediately.

2. We believe that a closer union with these earnest Christian brethren 
would be a benefit to them and to us in the general work of our church, and 
we would therefore recommend the continuance of this friendly relation by 
the continuance of this committee for the same purpose for the ensuing year.

The Committee on President's Report would offer the following : 

1. The item on vacancies will be covered by the report of “Committee on 
Vacancies, and requires nothing at our hands. 

2. Under Sec. X. Miscellaneous,” the President reports the incorpora- 
tion of Synod, under the laws of Nebraska, in accordance with our action in 
1886. | 

The date of incorporation is given as March 25, 1890, but it is not stated 
by what name, style, or title the Synod has been incorporated. While men- 
tion is made that the articles have been filed with the Secretary of State at 
Lincoln, no mention is made of a copy of the charter being filed with the 
proper Synodical authorities. The exact corporate name of Synod should be 
stated in the report, and a copy of the articles of incorporation filed with the 
proper Synodiical authorities. We recommend that the Secretary of Synod be 
instructed to embody in the President's report e exact corporate mame of 
Synod and also to see that a copy of the articles of incorporation are filed 
with the proper Synodical authorities. 

3. fem , Sec. XJ, Miscellaneous, is the appointment of Rev. J. Am- 
merman to install the officers of St. Mark’s, Lincoln, at the request of that 
congregation. The “Formula for the Government and Discipline of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church covered this case. It provides that officers 
shall hold their office until their successors have been installed. 

However, we recommend that the action of the Ptesident in appointing 
Rev. J. Zimmerman to install the Council of St. Mark's, Lincoln, be approved 
under the circumstances, but that it is d nie understood that thereby me 
precedent is established. 

4. We recommend that Jem 5, Sec. MI, “ Miscellaneous,” together with 
Item 7, Sec, III. Resignations,’ touching matters at Rapid City, South Da- 
kota, be referred to the Ministerium for investigation and such action as may 
be necessary. 

5. We recommend that the action of the President in declining to grant let 
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ters of dismissal to certain brethren at the unofficial request of a German 
brother, be approved. 

6. Sec. XII. of the President's Report is Recommendations.“ As the sec- 
ond recommendation is covered by the revised “ Formula for the Government 
and Discipline of the Evangelical Lutheran Church,” and as the Constitution 
of Synod expressly provides that said Constitution shall always be interpreted 
in harmony with the Formula for the Government and Discipline“ as it ex- 
ists, or may be altered by proper authority, we recommend this be stricken 
from the report. Item 4 has already received the consideration of a special 
committee, and requires no action at the hands of this committee. We recom- 
mend the adoption of /tem . The third recommendation would be amending 
the Constitution of Synod, which requires one year’s notice, and can not, 
therefore, be adopted as a recommendation. 

7. The paper placed in the hands of the committee is the application of 
Rev. A. J. Turkle ſor membership in this Synod. Rev. Mr. Turkle's certifi- 
cate arrived too late to have this matter noticed in the President's report. We 
recommend that Rev. A. J. Turkle be received as a member of Synod, and 
his name inserted in the proper paragraph of the President's report.

Report of Committee No. 9—On Resolutions. 

Whereas, It has been charged that the Evangelical Lutheran church of 
the General Synod does not contribute to the funds of the American Bible 
Society as a Church ; and 

Whereas, This allegation is based on the fact that our Church has no 
records to show that anything has been given to this worthy cause ; therefore, 

1. Resolved, That hereafter our Statistical Secretary place a column for 
reporting said funds in our special parochial reports. 

2. Resolved, That all our pastors require the representatives of said Bible 
Society to give duplicate receipts for money contributed annually by our 
people. 

3. Resolved, That our Delegates to the next General Synod be instructed to 
urge the General Synod to adopt such recommendations as will secure simi- 
lar action on the part of all District Synods. 

Wuereas, The liquor traffic is the great source of vice and crime even in 
our land; and 

Whereas, The present law of Nebraska designed to restrain and contro! 
the traffic only fosters, encourages and protects this nefarous business; and 

Whereas, The time has now come when it is no longer a political issue, 
but a question of right or wrong, of a curse or blessing to our Church, our 
people and ourselves; and 


Whereas, The opportunity will soon be given us to aid in banishing this 
fearful curse from our State; therefore, 

4. Resolved, That as an ecclesiastical body we re-affirm our former position, 
and place ourselves again on record in favor of the Prohibition amendment 

S. Resolved, That we regard this as the most efficient, feasible and safe 
method of dealing with the monster evil, and that we hereby recommend our 
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people to use their influence and cast their votes for the success of the Pro- 
hibitory amendment in Nebraska on the fourth day of November next. 

Wuereas, The fields are white to the harvest, and the need is “ workmen 
who need not be ashamed ;”’ and 

Whereas, The supply from our older institutions is entirely inadequate to 
the proper care and development of our field; therefore, 

6. Resolved, That in the judgment of the Synod of Nebraska, the time has 
come for the establishment of a Theological Seminary west of the Missouri 
River. 

7. Resolved, That our Delegates to the General Synod at Lebanon, Pa., in 
1891, present this matter and urge action on the same. 

8. Resolved, That our Midland College Professorship Endowment of 820, 
_ 000 be divided into 400 shares of $50 each, and during this Synodical year 
each pastor secure as many shares as possible in cash or notes bearing 7 per 
cent. interest, running from one to ten years, interest payable annually.

11. Resolved, That the pastor of this church return the thanks of Synod 
to the members of his congregation for the hospitable manner in which they 
have aided in entertaining Synod. 

12. Resolved, That the President be instructed to assure the pastor, Rev. 
H. P. Hansen, that we appreciate the many efforts he has made to entertain 
and care for us. 5 

13. Resolved, That our sincere thanks are due Rev. C. J. Kiefer and con- 
gration for the kindness we have received at their hands, and the generous 
hospitality shown us in opening their homes aad church.

Resolved, That hereafter the Secretary of Synod shall provide a Synodical 
Bulletin containing the names of all Committees of the Synod, properly num- 
bered, together with the names of the members of said committees, and that 
the committees when ready to report shall register accordingly, and the Presi- 
dent shall call for the reports in the order in which they are listed as ready 
for the Synod.

Report of Committee on State of Religion. 

Nothing is more important to a congregation than a high standard of spirit- 
uality. From the reports on state of religion placed in our hands the follow- 
ing is gleaned : 

1. Prayer Acting. Some complain of lack of interest, due to different 
causes; others speak encouragingly. A church having a prayer meeting as 
large as half the membership, as one reports, or one with nearly all attendants 
participating, is an encouraging indication. We feel constrained to urge more 
personal pastoral effort as needful to develop both the interest in, and attend- 
ance on, the prayer-meeting service. | 

2. Lord's Supper.—Our churches are careful and regular in this important 
feature. That the reports touching the Eucharist are so unanimous in stating 
a general participation on the part of the membership, is gratifying. Where 
there is a laxness in this particular we suggest pastoral visitation as a remedy. 

3. Bap. In this the reports are encouraging. With few exceptions our 
church practices what she preaches. A proper presentation of this subject 
might prove helpful where there is a neglect of this duty. 
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4. Catechisation.—With singular unanimity, our pastors’ reports indicate in- 
creased attention to this subject. It isa hopeful and cheering sign to note 
this care of the young in the Church. 

§. Sunday-schools.—Generally these are reported as growing and prosper- 
ing. This is a strong arm of the Church, and by judicious encouragement 
» to officers and teachers and scholars, pastors rightfully can expect from it in 
the near future rich developments. 

6. Missionary Activity.—This does not seem to meet the expectation which 
reasonably could be locked for. Of course we are devoutly thankful for what 
has been done. The opportunities, however, and our missionary character as 
a Synod, should lead us to seek larger development in this direction. 

7. Beneficence.—Some of the pastors have more than met their apportion- 
ment, others show increased contributions, while only a very few have not 
done so well. Considering the business depression, we are satisfied that in 
the grace of giving our Church is rapidly growing. We urge upon the pastors 
systematic efforts in cultivating this spirit. 

8. Remarks on Church Work and Life in General.—There is the usual 
amount of encouragements and discouragements. We would rejoice in the 
encouragements, and urge them on to greater things for the Master. To those 
experiencing discouragements, we would say, Labor faithfully, brethren, 
and leave the results with the Lord.“ H. W. KUHNS,

Report of Committee on Wayne Academy. 

Mr. President and Brethren: Your Committee would respectfully report 
that no material progress in the interest of Wayne Academy has been made 
during the past year. This is owing entirely to some business complications 
between the citizens of Wayne and their contractor, over which we had no 
control. No interest in this project on the part of the citizens at large has 
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been lost; but there is a general desire that their hopes for an academy may 
yet be realized. But whether these desires and hopes will ever be realized, is 
difficult for your Committee to say. And, owing to the financial limitations 
imposed upon your Committee at the last meeting of Synod, but one meeting 
of the Committee was held during the year. 

The Committee met in Wayne, July 17, 1890, at 8 a. m., at the residence 
of Rev. M. L. Melick, with the Chairman, Revs. C. Huber and M. L. 
Melick present. After a somewhat careful interview with the donors of the 
land for the Academy, and some of the prominent citizens of Wayne, the fol- 
lowing action was taken : 

WHereas, There is still an indebtedness of $250 unprovided for; and 

Whereas, Your Committee finds it impossible under present circumstances 
to raise this amount; and | 

Whereas, The donors of the land regard the land as the absolute property 
of the Church ; therefore 

1. Resolved, That we proceed to collect as much of the remaining unpaid 
subscriptions as possible between this and the meeting of Synod. 

2. Resolved, That the chairman of the Committee be instructed to ask the 
Secretary of the Board of Education of the General Synod to forward the deed 
to the land in Wayne for record. ' 

3 Resolved, That we ask the said Board of Education either to give the 
land ( Out lot No. 1, in Britton and Bressler’s addition to Wayne, Neb.’’), as 
security for the amount needed to liquidate the present indebedness, or that 
they deed the said lands to the Synod of Nebraska for this purpose. 

In view of the above action of your Committee, the Board of Education, 
through its General Secretary, have manifested their willingness to deed the 
said land at Wayne to this Synod; but no formal action can be taken ull the 
next regular meeting. Your Committee therefore offer the following 


RECOMMENDATIONS.

3. That the following bill of traveling and other expenses of the Committee 
during the year be allowed: amount, $6.42, and that an order be drawn on 
the Treasurer for the same.

Report of Beneficiary Education Committee. 

W. H. Naffziger and W. H. Blessing received each last year $125, as or- 
dered by the Synod. 

Mr. Naffziger graduated in the Theological Seminary of Wittenberg College 
in June last, and on the 8th of the same month began preaching regularly to 
the Lutheran Church at Tipton, Iowa, with the view of accepting from that 
church the forma! call previously extended to him, when he shall have been 
licensed. The rules adopted a year ago, make it the duty of our beneficiaries 
to apply to this Synod for licensure, and to give preference to work on our 
territory for several years. Mr. Nafiziger, however, asks permission to apply 
for licensure to the lowa Synod, in whose bounds he likewise wishes to labor 
for the present, and the reasons assigned for these requests seem reasonable to 
the Committee. 

Mr. Blessing spent the year in the Academic Department of Midland Col. 
lege. He was exemplary in his Christian life, and the report of his standing 
shows that he ranked well in the June examination, and was admitted to the 
Freshman Class. He has furnished the Committee an itemized statement of 
his yearly expenses. which amounted to more than two hundred dollars. Dur- 
ing vacation he was much of the time in ill health, and in consequence could 
not earn as much money as he hoped to do, and besides had necessary ex- 
penses which had not been anticipated. 

We recommend: 

1. That Mr. Nafiziger be permitted to apply for licensure to the Iowa Synod, 
and likewise to enter upon pastoral work in that Synod. 

2. On account of his illness during vacation, the appropriation for Mr. Bless. 
ing’s benefit be raised to $175 for the coming year.

That by him, or by his consent and advice, the Constitution has been so 
changed as to place it in the power of persons outside of the church to control 
both the congregation and their property. 

That he affiliates and makes common cause with the free and irreligious 
a the gommunity, by drinking at the saloons and attending their 

That his work and influence have been detrimental to the true prosperity of 
the Church and the advancement of godliness among the members. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommend the appointment of a committee of 
three (3) ministers to investigate the following charges, and report their deci- 
sion to the President of Synod in accordance with the Formula of Govern- 
ment and Discipline of our Church. 

We charge Rev. C. A. Fritze— 

1. With untruthfulness, 

Spec. 1. In saying before several witnesses that hymn-books had not been 
ordered, when a few days later the hymn-books were in the church. 
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Spec. 2. In aſterwards denying that he ever made the above statements, 
even threatening to prosecute the persons who accused him of having made 
them. 

Spec. 3. In denying that he drank at saloons when remonstrated with on 
this account. 

2. Conduct unbecoming a minister. 

Spec. 1. Drinking at saloons and other places. 

Spec. 2. Attending balls and dances, and urging members to do the same. 

3. Endangering the existence of the Church as originally founded.
